Molotov Seeks 
To Exclude U. S. 
In Europe Plan 


Security Proposal 
For European Nations 
Is Opposed by West 


BERLIN (IB—Soviet Foreign Min­ 
ister Vyacheslav M. Molotov pro­ 
posed in the Big Four foreign min­ 
isters conference today a “ general 
European treaty on collective se­ 
curity in Europe” which would he 
open to all European countries re­ 
gardless of politics. 
Molotov, in a second proposal, 
called for the withdrawal of for­ 
eign occupation troops from both 
Western 
and Eastern 
Germany 
within six months. 
The Soviet “ security” proposal 
would exclude the United States 
from the defense of Western Eu­ 
rope against 
Communist aggres­ 
sion. 
Molotov’s proposed treaty would 
admit “ all European states with­ 
out regard to their social systems’* 
—which would guarantee the dom­ 
ination in the set up of the very 
countries against which the free 
nations of Europe have been forced 
to combine.

WASHINGTON (T.P>— President 
Eisenhower said today he thinks it 
is untrue, politically unwise and 
foolish to say that all Democrats 
are tinged with treason o r amount 
to security risks. 
As for Democratic pleas that he 
halt charges of treason by Republi­ 
can leaders, Mr. Eisenhower told a 
news conference there is no way a 
President could stop this except 
among his own branch of govern­ 
ment. 
Thoughtfully 
and 
slowly, 
the 
President then said he doubts that 
any great display of partisanship 
by his executive staff is particular­ 
ly appropriate at this particular 
time. 
Mr. Eisenhower called no spe­ 
cific names

TUBERCULIN TESTING 
Within the next two wicks tuber* 
I eulin testing will be done 
in all 
thirteen high schools in the Egyp 
tian Health Department area 
Tho 
same type of program was offer­ 
ed in the high schools just about 
‘this same time last year but not 
enough students took advantage of 
the opportunity to take this te-t 
The Egyptian Health 
Department 
sincerely 
hopes 
this 
year more 
students report for the test. 
You may wish to know a little 
more about tuberculin testing. 
It 
is a skin test which tells the doc­ 
tor whether or not the germs whic h 
cause tuberculosis are living or 
have lived in your body. 
The test 
is made by putting a tiny drop of 
germ free liquid called tuberculin 
into Utc skin, usually on the left 
forearm. 
When the doctor looks at 
the 
test after three days he finds one 
of two things. 
(I) Nothing can be 
seen except perhaps a little red­ 
ness of the skin. 
In this case there 
is no reaction. 
The germ which 
causes tuberculosis has not invad­ 
ed your body. 
At some later time 
you may be asked to repeat this 
test 
(2) Or the spot where the 
tuberculin 
was used 
is red and 
raised 
This is a warning signal 
called a positive tuberculin reac­ 
tion. 
At 
some 
time the 
germs 
which cause tuberculosis have en­ 
tered your body, bul this should 
not alarm you 
It means that the 
doctor will ask you to have a chest 
X ray or other tests sp that it can 
be determined whether the disease 
is active or is healed. 
According to public health stand 
ards 95 to IOO'J of the entire high 
school body should be tested with a 
tuberculin test where the test has 
not 
been clone 
previously or has 
been done previously and the stud 
Cot was found to he a non-reactor. 
All 
high 
school 
students who 
were tuberculin tested about this 
tone last year and were positive 
reactors to the test should not he 
retested this year 
Positive re­ 
actors usually remain positive the 
rest of their lives 
Therefore it 
is not necessary to re test them 
each year. 
They had a chest X 
ray last year and will be given 
another chest X ray this year. 
AII members of the personnel of 
the high school should have a chest 
X ray annually. 
This 
is required 
by school boards in most places. 
This group includes 
all teachers, 
engineers, bus drivers, 
cooks, of 
five employees and 
anyone 
employed by the school. 
Within the next few days every 
high school student in White. Sa 
line and Gallatin 
counties will be 
given a consent slip to bring home 
to his parents for their signature 
High 
school .students 
are minors 
in age and they cannot receive the 
test without parental consent and 
authorization. 
This test is given 
free of charge in the school. Hut 
if the parents do not sign the con 
sent slips or the high School stud <

Ike's Proposal 
Puts Spotlight

they bear arms in defense of their 
country, should 18-fear-olds be al* 
lowed to vote? 
For several years now college 
campuses have buzzed with the 
question.

4- Now that President Eisenhower 
has proposed to Congress that it 
submit a constitutional amendment 
to the states reducing the voting 
age in the United States from 21 
to 18, the question is going to be 
repeated a great deal more 
on 
Capitol Hill as well as in the state 
legislatures. 
From the standpoint of experi­ 
ence, only one state can now at 
tempt to answer the question of 
whether the age should be lowered 
Georgia has been permitting 13- 
year-olds to vote since 1944.

The youngsters’ voting is accept­ 
ed as a matter of course in Georgia 
No one gives it much thought, one 
way or the other 
The President s 
recommendation, however, has stir­ 
red some public comment in Geor­ 
gia on the Georgia practice 
It’s all pretty much the same 
“The experiment has worked very 
well,” comments the Atlanta Con­ 
stitution editorially. “Georgians, in 
general, have never regretted the 
day they lowered the voting age 
to 18,” says the Augusta Chronicle. 
People in public life willing to 
comment have had about the same 
thing to say. 
However, some public officials in 
the South as well as others, have 
indicated that should the proposal 
for a lower voting age meet gen­ 
eral approval in the South, the 
region’s 
traditional 
attitude 
on 
states’ rights would likely favor 
individual state action rather than 
an amendment to the federal con­ 
stitution.

They take the position that any 
state can act to change the voting 
age, just as Georgia did. and that 
there is no need for the federal 
constitution to set a voting age. 
Georgia, without a great deal of 
ado, lowered its voting age to IS 
during the administration of Gov. 
Ellis Amall who, incidentally, was 
the youngest governor in the 17 S. 
at the time, and the question then 
was pretty much as it is now: 
“If a youth is old enough to bear 
arms at 18, isn’t he old enough to 
vote?” 
It was argued then, as now, that 
many young Americans at 18 have 
completed their formal .schooling 
and are earning their own living 
and even supporting families, as 
marriages in the late ’teens are not 
uncommon.
